The Department of Agriculture has issued an 
optimistic forecast-a coincidence. 
It believ es 
that hog prices will be adv ancing in time for the 
Nov ember presidential election. 
For those wishing to 
continu e in office there 
couldn’t be a better time for a little farm relief. 
But out in this grain 
and liv estock cou ntry 
the news lacks a little of being totally joy ou s. 
In the first place the pred iction say s the prices 
will recov er to the lev el of a y ear a g o— $14 a 
hundredweight. 
That was not the bottom of the 
1955 market but it was a far cry from earlier 
price lev els and was not a figu re that assu red 
stability in the pork prod u cing ind u stry . 


Nebraska hog prod u cers will recall that the 


mark et brok e with little if any thing d one by the 
d epartment in the way of realistic protection 
of the prod u cers. 
Their hogs went to a falling 
mark et at an accelerating pace u ntil inv entories 
d ropped su bstantially . 


Ind eed the d epartment pointed to the sell-off 
as one of the factors in the ex pected forthcoming 
price rise. 
Since whatev er mark et 
improv ement 
may 
arise seems to hav e been mostly influ enced by 
the losses in 19 55 the prod u cers themselv es took 
there is no reason to ex tend gratitu d e to the De­ 
partment of Agricu ltu re nor to ex press it in 
terms of a ballot box end orsement come nex t 
Nov ember. 
A New NATO? 


There was nothing sensational emanating from 
the meeting of the North Atlantic Treaty Organi­ 
zation in Paris y et it mu st be granted that it 
was fru itfu l and forward look ing. 
In the face of Ru ssia’s new economic and 
political offensiv e the NATO nations sat d own to 
reappraise their position and to look at NA10 
as it is with the id ea that improv ements can be 
mad e. 
The resu lt was the naming of a three- 
m an committee to stu d y plans for enlarging the 
scope and the fu nctions of NATO. Named to the

were 
Foreign 
Minister 
Gaetano 
Martino, of Italy , Foreign Minister 
Halv ard 
Lange of Norway and Lester Pearson, Canad a's 
minister for foreign affairs. 
NATO, originally conceiv ed principally as a 
military 
alliance 
of 
Eu ropean 
nations 
w’ith 
United States and members of the British Com­ 
monwealth to stand against the encroachment 


to Ru ssian Commu nism, serv ed its pu rpose. Bu t 
as the world mov es on and Commu nist encroach­ 
ment grows in formid ability in the non-belligerent 
field s containment ceases to be military matter 
alone. 
It is with a v iew of ex tend ing the u nity 
of NATO into field s of mu tu al interest—those of 
politics and economics as well a. friend ship—that 
the new concept is contemplating. 
Unq u estionably the d ecline of the Marshall 
plan has left points of v acu u m in those areas 
and a su ccessor program is ind icated . 
It is 
logical that NATO be consid ered for su ch fu nc­ 
tions. 
It has the machinery , the establishment, 
the general acceptance and the need . 
The stu d ies of three men in themselv es will 
not be d ecisiv e. 
Bu t the fact that ex tension of 
fu nctions has come u p for a thorou gh ex aimna- 


is a constru ctiv e step in itself, one lead ing in the 
right d irection.

Georgia's aging Sen. George will not seek re- 
election nex t Nov ember. 
He plans to relinq u ish 
the seat in the United States Senate which he 
has held for six fu ll terms.

It say s that the whole sy stem can be bu ilt 
and maintained for an annu al cost to the av er­ 
age motorist of $8.83.

rago. In its monthly rev iew, it noted also nearly 
7« pockets of serious unemploy ment in the na­ 
tion. Some farmers are hav ing trouble repay ing 
their loans. 


Su nd ay was a big d ay in Decatu r. 
It was the 
occasion for the formal d ed ication of the com­ 
mu nity ’s new $2 million brid ge spanning the 
Missou ri Riv er.

to d iv ert the riv er. For sev eral y ears the brid ge 
spanned no water and the riv er rolled aloi.g 
some d istance away . 
Now that has been corrected . 
The riv er is 
ru nning u nd er the brid ge. Bu t Decatu r has come 
ou t abou t ev en. It gained a work able brid ge bu t 
it lost the d istinction of being the only commu ­ 
nity that had a brid ge that d id n’t span any thing. 


The big reason for the growing money d e- 
pi and , the Chicago Fed eral Reserv e Bank said , 
inclu d es financing for record spend ing on fac­ 
tories and machinery this y ear and bu siness need 
to carry a higher lev el of inv entories. “ Interest 
rates hav e climbed to their highest points since 
the spring of 19 53 and on 
short-term issu es h a v e 
gone to the highest rate 
since the ‘bank holid ay ’ 
of 19 33.” From now on in 
u ntil after Nov ember, howev er, the American 
people may ex pect to hear a great d eal abou t 
peace and prosperity . We are inclined to believ e 
it is a m atter of u nd erstatement to su ggest that 
all Americans are in fav or of peace. 
So far as 
we k now, they also look with fav or u pon pros­ 
perity .

In II short y ears, the Ru ssians 


had not only cau ght u p with u s 
in d esign, bu t ou tstripped u s in pro­ 
d u ction of jet planes. Nu merically , 
the Sov iet Union tod ay has the 
world 's largest air force. She has 
more combat planes than this cou n­ 
try , and her factories are 
pro­ 
d u cing them faster. She has ac­ 
complished this so secretly that 
ou r 
intelligence 
has 
repeated ly 
been cau ght napping. 
Ou r 
technical 
intelligence 
has 
mad e d etailed ex aminations of 14 
Sov iet planes since 19 45. These air­ 
plane au topsies showed that Sov iet 
technology lagged behind u s from 
19 45 u ntil 19 52. Since 19 52, the Ru s­ 
sians hav e eq u aled ou r best efforts 
in 
air 
weapons. 
In 
some 
cate­ 
gories, we are slightly ahead ; in 
others, they are su perior. 
American manu factu rers conclu d ­ 
ed from their secret stu d y that Ru s­ 
sia's giant Jet Bison completed the 
cy cle from d rawing board to mili­ 
tary serv ice in fou r y ears — com­ 
pared with the eight y ears which 
the U.S. spent d ev eloping the B-52. 
The first Bison appeared ov er Mos­ 
cow two y ears before ou r intelli­ 
gence thou ght it cou ld be possible. 
When the Ru ssians flew 19 in for­ 
mation a y ear later, the U.S. had 
only two complete B-52s.

American 
agents 
r e p or t the 
Kremlin seated engineers, techni­ 
cians, and work ers into plant 23 in 
Moscow and refu sed to let them 
ou t u ntil they had bu ilt the Bison. 
The Sov iets are now turning out 
the Bison at plant 23 at the rate 
of fiv e ev ery month. They are us­ 
ing unskilled labor wherev er pos­ 
sible, taking shortcuts and hold­ 
ing down design changes. Soon, 
say s Air Force intelligence, plant 
23 should be making 10 Bison per 
month. Russia already has 20 jet- 
powered Bisons assigned to com­ 
bat units. Our total of B-52s ready 
for combat is only three. (In both 
countries, of course, many more 
of the big jets are near comple­ 
tion.)
